“HE New York community has been 
shocked and stirred in the past few 

days by the revelation of the crimes of 
a small group of adolescents. There are 
strong overtones of sadism in the story 
of brutal beatings, whippings and finally 
There can be no doubt that 
we are faced with serious psychoses, 
whether or not they come within t 
legal range of the definition of 
sanity.” 

When otherwise apparently “normal” 
and even above-average youths display 
this -behavior pattern there. is and can. be. 
no doubt of the gravest maladjustment 

The bell tolls for all-of us. We have 
seen this ty of psychosis: take the 
group form in both Hitlerism and com 
munism. Cruelty its own sake has 
been rampant for years wherever moral 
‘standards have broken down.
